By United Press International 
Radio Pakistan charged today 
that India “ has launched an allout 
offensive against East Pakistan. . .

Indian attacks came in the Jessore 
sector bordering on India's West 
Bengal state and spoke of dead on 
both sides.

New 
Delhi, 
government 
spokesmen 
said that 
Indian jet 
fighters fired on four Pakistani 
Sabre jets 
which 
intruded 
into 
Indian territory in the Jessore area, 
but denied as “ absolutely false" 
Pakistani radio charges that Indian 
tanks and 
infantry had entered 
East Pakistan there. 
“ Absolutely false." Joint Defense 
Secretary P. Krishnamurti of India 
said of the Pakistan radio reports 
which said that seven Indian tanks 
were 
destroyed 
and 
90 
Indian 
soldiers were killed in fighting in the 
area Sunday. 
“ I should reiterate that Indian 
troops have strict orders not to 
cross frontiers," Krishnamurti said. 
The 
latest 
Radio 
Pakistan 
broadcast 
monitored 
in 
London 
appeared to refer to later action, 
however. It said that preliminary 
estimates put the number of Indian 
dead at 130, and that Pakistani 
casualties were 7 killed and 40 
wounded. It said 18 Indian tanks 
were damaged. 
Tension between the two countries 
has

since 
Pakistan’s government tried to put 
down 
the 
Bengali 
autonom y 
movement in East Pakistan by force 
last March. Refugees have poured 
from the area into India ever since 
and now are estimated at about 9 
million. Guerrilla fighting has been 
reported in East Pakistan against 
the West Pakistan army. 
West 
and 
East 
Pakistan 
are 
separated by 1,000 miles of Indian 
territory and l*i6ian and Pakistan 
troops are massed along the border 
in both areas. 
Government spokesman in New 
Delhi said that the air intrusion by 
the four Pakistani planes—the first 
in which Indian planes have fired 
upon Pakistani aircraft along the 
eastern froniter, occurred above 
Boyra, about 65 miles northwest of 
Calcutta. It took place today. 
The Bovra area is located about 15 
miles from the town of Jessore and 
about 10 miles from its airfield, 
which was reported from the East 
Pakistani capital of Dacca to have 
been closed because of shellfire 
Sunday.

Police estimate 100 persons 
saw 10-vear-old Carmen Colon running naked down the 
highway pleading for help 
None of the motorists helped her and as ot today very few 
ot them have volunteered information that could lead to the 
capture of the young girl's killer. 
"We are getting a few tips and working on the few leads 
we have, 
said Michael Cerrento, Monroe County ehiet of 
detectives. 
Carmen's body was found Thursday in a field in the 
nearby town of Riga. The child, who was strangled, raped 
and suffered a skull fracture, had been missing tor two days 
after she went on an errand for her grandmother 
Police estimate that at least 100 persons saw the girl 
running along Interstate 490 about one hour after she was 
last seen by her relatives. 
Cerrento said a man and a woman told police they saw a 
partlally-clad child fitting Carmen's description 
waving 
her hands frantically trying to wave down passing cars 
along the heavily traveled highway. 
Authorities believe the girl was abducted and was 
attempting to get away from her captor 
Carmen disappeared shortly after she went to a drug 
store to have a prescription filled for her grandmother. A 
motorist told police he saw a "small girl grabbed by the 
arm and taken into a car apparently without a great 
struggle." 
The search for Carmen ended Thursday when two bms 
found her body in a heavily wooded area. Officials believe 
Mie may have been thrown from a moving vehicle 
Several civic groups and the city's two newspapers are 
ottering rewards totalling more than $4,000 tor information 
leading to the arrest and conviction of the person or persons

decisions pending on the entangled problem 
of reapportionment and taxes, the legisla 
. tnre today began another week of work 
hoping to clear some hurdles before a 
planned Thanksgiving holiday break. 
The Senate hoped to act on a half-billion 
dollar tax increase that would establish 
state income withholding on Jan. 1 before 
an expected adjournment Wednesday for a 
four-day holiday weekend. 
With Republicans and Democrats still 
battling over the makeup of an Assembly 
Reapportionment Bill, hopes for final 
ad journment of the 1971 legislative session 
by Thanksgiving were out the window 


Assembly Democrats planned to press 
for a floor vote this week on their 
reapportionment bill which was designed 
to expand their 42-38 margin in the lower 
house to 44-3H 


Tin 
reapport lonmcnt measure, which 
was amended into the Senate remap plan, 
was approved and 
sent to the floor 
Thursday bv the Democratic-dommated 
Assembly Reapportionment Committee. 
Thus both the Senate and Assembly plans 
were before the full Assembly. 


The bill was approved alter negotiations 
between 
Assembly 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats broke down when the GOP 


proposed what Speaker Bob Moretti called 
a “ preposterous plan 
The Democratic 
leader trom Van Nuys said the Republicans 
wanted to redraw all 80 Vssembly districts. 
Republican Bill Brophy’s upset victory 
last Tuesday in a special Assembly district 
election was followed by GOP demands 
that the reapportionment bill be changed to 
reflect then 
increased strength in the 
Assembly.

Rose was released on bail 
Thursday night. 
Rose is charged with killing his son after the boy 
assertedly slapped Mrs. Rose in the face during a family 
argument.

DALLAS (UPIi —A sm all cerem ony was planned 
today at the John F. Kennedy Plaza to honor the 
President who was assassinated here eight years ago. 
Mayor Wes Wise said he will give a short speech and 
place a wreath inside the m em orial, an enclosed 
concrete sculpture 50 feet square and 30 feet high. 
Two blocks away, the seven-story Texas School 
Depository, now abandoned and boarded up, stands as 
a reminder to the assassination Nov. 22,1963. 


Visitors who com e by to snap pictures of the 
building will not be allowed inside. The structure is 
posted with “ no trespassing" signs. 
But even if they could clim b to the sixth story room 
where Lee Harvey Oswald fired the three shots that 
killed Kennedy, visitors would not be able to see 
Oswald's line of fire. Trees, planted by the city, have 
grown so high they block the view. 
Visitors may be able to find a hole in the curb of 
Elm Street, just across from the depository, where 
the concrete was chieseled out and taken to a police 
laboratorv to be exam ined for bullet marks

The Canadians resist but 
There's no escaping U.S. presence

OTTAWA - 
(NEA) 
- 
Recently, the story goes, 
an American visitor here 
stopped an obviously hip 
Canadian 
citizen 
to 
ask 
directions 
to 
Wellington 
Street. 
“ Well,” the citizen said, 
pointing a finger, ‘you go 
here 
past 
the 
Kentucky 
fried chicken store. Turn 
left at Avis car rental, and 
another left just before the 
sign that says 33 flavors of 
ice cream. Keep going until 
you see the theater that’s 
playing ‘‘Son of Flubber.” 
Grab a right there at the 
one-hour dry cleaner’s, then 
continue on until you see 
everybody 
drinking 
Coca 
(Jola.” 
You can’t miss it, the 
Canadian said politely. 
He sighed. 
‘‘And welcome to Ottawa, 
U.S.A.” 
The story is myth. But the 
point it makes is as real as 
the Chevrolets which clog 
this city’s streets, as the ‘‘I 
Love Lucy” programs which 
crowd the city’s television 
stations, and as the U.S. cur­ 
rency which is legal tender 
everywhere here.

Even though the 
voracious Americans were 
gobbling up majority owner­

areas such as book publish­ 
ing, even though (according 
to one researcher) 90 per 
cent of the nongovernmental 


workers eventually fell under 
control of U.S.-dominated in­ 
ternational unions — most 
Canadians 
continued 
to 
‘‘thank God and Wall Street 
we share the same continent 
with the damn Yanks.” 
But no more. Today grow­ 
ing numbers of Canadians 
are looking at the U.S. pres­ 
ence as if their noses itch. 
Nationalization is sweeping 
the country. No longer do 
the leaders of this nation 
talk comfy about ‘‘the 4 ООО 
miles of invisible border” 
with America. Now there is 
a growing roar of opinion

that would define the border 
clearly and indelibly—‘‘with 
a goddamn stone wall if nec­ 
essary.” 
The reasons are clear. To 
subscribing Canadians, any­ 
way. ‘‘Our land won’t be 
ours much' longer if we al­ 
low it to be sold to foreign 
owners,” says Jack McClel­ 
land, publisher of the touchy, 
nationalistic Toronto Star. 
“ It is an established fact 
that Canada is a puppet, a 
satellite 
of 
the 
United 
States.” 
And the point is support­ 
able. The United Stales cur­ 
rently has something close 
to $à) billion worth of in­ 
vestments in Canada, and 
this controls more than a 
quarter of the nation’s indus­ 
try. In specific areas, more­ 
over, U.S. domination is even 
more severe. According to 
the Dominion Bureau of Sta­ 
tistics. 
the United 
States 
owns 90 per cent of all fac­ 
tories large enough to em­ 
ploy 5,000 or more people. 
And, most distressing to na­ 
tionalists here, there is no 
hope the United States will 
soon ease off; American en­ 
trepreneurs are sinking more 
than $3 million a day into 
Canadian industry and are 
buying firms at the rate of 
about 170 every year. 
“ Look at this,” says a 
Montreal member of the 
new but noisy Committee for 
an 
Independent 
Canada 
(about 
175,000 
members). 
“ We can’t even get away 
from it in the water closet. 
This ‘tissue h y g ié n iq u e ’ 
(bathroom tissue) is made 
by Kimberly-Clark.” 


There is, to be sure, a 
wearily familiar shriek to 
some of the nationalistic 
rhetoric here. In trying to 
build themselves up, some 
Canadians insist on tearing 
others 
down. 
Thus, 
anti- 
Americanism is at least a 
bit of the search for sover­ 
eignty. 


Last year some 500 young 
Canadians invaded Blaine, 
Wash., and burned a U.S. 
flag. 
Hale-Yankee demon­ 
strations have taken place 
in most of Canada’s large 
cities. Americans on the bor­ 
der are often incensed at 
what they think is the dis­ 
tortion of U.S. affairs aired

over the state-owned CBC. 
U.S. 
travelers 
are 
not 
amused at the sight of On­ 
tario bumper stickers which 
say “ Free Canada.” And 
many people who’ve emi­ 
grated here from the U.S.A.

especially,” says Don White­ 
head, a student from Chi­ 
cago. “ I get so tired of being 
hassled 
about 
being 
an 
American, that I don’t ad­ 
mit it any more. If somebody 
asks, I say I’m from Halifax 
or something.”
